GOttawa has since modified its position and an early settlement of outsland- 
ing. differences seems likely. 

Saskatchewan's postion is somewhat different from that of the other 
provinces. Whereas Alberta is rich in coal, oil, and other resources apart! 
from lands, and recent discoverics have revealed a Flin Flon and a Sher- 
ritt-Gordon in Manitoba, Saskatchewan's mineral wealth is yet to he proy- 
en.

those arguments are removed now that there are over two million people 
in the three prairie provinces with fully developed governmental institu- 
tions and strong financial credit. 

Constitutional issues, it is true, are involved in any consideration of 
ths matter. The West does not, and cannot, accept the interpretation 
placed upon certain enactments by the Dominion and the Hastern provinces, 
notwithstanding that Eastern opinion is greatly modificd to what it was a 
few years ago. It would, however, be a mistake for the negotiating par- 
ties to take up positions based soley upon constitutional grounds. To do so 
would mean long and expensive litigation right through to the Privy Council, 
in England. Then, when the legal and constitutional issues were finally 
settled, an army of expert accountants would have to be engaged for years 
to delve into all the many transactions involving lands and resources since 
the passage of the first Dominion Lands Act, in 1872. 

The sane, sensible, business-like thing to do now is for the representa- 
tives of the Dominion and the Provinces to gather around a table and reacn 
an amicable agrcement, fair, reasonable and acceptable to all, The sooner 
this big issuc is settled the better for Canadian national unity ana 
strength, and the quicker will the resources themselves he developed for 
use of the people and add to the growth, development and wealth of an 
Canada. So long as they remain in the present unsettled state neither 
Dominion nor Provincial Governments can proceed with proper and cner- 
getic developmental policies, and, as a result, progress is retarded.

First Letter Was Carried 
By International Air Mail 
Nearly a Century Ago 


Forming New Dominion 


Territories In East Africa Uniting 
Under British Flag 

A “black dominion” of 10,000,000 
persons governed by a’ scattered 
handful of white men under the Bri- 
tish flag is slowly taking shape in 
Hast Africa. 

The project includes the vastly 
rich Tanganyika area. Tanganyika 
covers 373,000 square miles and has 
heen held by Britain under a man- 
date since the war. Ugdnda and 
Isenya are the other proposed com- 
ponent parts of the new dominion 
of the British Empire. 

A hint of the proposals is found 
in the report of a commission inves- 
tigating conditions in East Africa, 
under tho chairmanship of Sir Ed- 
ward Hilton Young. The commis- 
sion recommended further improve- 
ment in administration and appoint- 
ment of a high commissioner for the 
three territories, This might event- 
ually lead to creation of the post of 
governor-general, according to cer- 
tain quarters and the first step to- 
wards creation of a dominion. 

IXenya is the largest white colony, 
numbering 12,500. The 422 officials 
there rule some 2,736,000 natives. 
They are slowly developing a great 
trade in cotton, hides, ivory and tim- 
ber with Britain and the United 
States. : 

WNalrobi, capital of Kenya, is a lit- 
tle city planted in the midst of the 
jungle. 

Tanganyika has a population of 
almost 4,000,000, Uganda which has 
heen under British rule since 1894, 
has 3,200,000. In each territory the 
nutives are slowly being educated. 

Some observers are of the opinion 
that the British plan is ultimately 
to link up these territories with 
Northern and Southern Rhodesia, 
which are to the south and under 
British rule. Then, it is pointed out, 
the legislative lnk might be extend- 
ed to the even larger territories of 


See Snow-Garbed Rockies On Skis 


Party Explores Tonquin Valley and 
Maligne Take 

The magnificent scenery of the 
Tonquin Valley is greatly magnified 
by its winter mantle of snow, accord- 
ing to four men who have ‘becn see- 
ing it on skis. Warden Mack'in, 
Frank Borstrom, Joe Veiss and R. 
Morrison have returned to Jasper af- 
ter three days’ exploring. Using a 
log cabin as their base, they visited 
Chrome Lake, Amethyst Lake, Moat 
Lake and the country about the base 
of Tonquin Hill. They encountered 
five feet of snow on the elklands, and 
good ski-ing conditions. Much of the 
small bush and low trees of the sum- 
mits was covered by deep snow, 
which provided a much larger ski-ing 
surface than would appear to the eye 
of the visitor in the summer time. 
Tho return route was from the Mac- 
cari) Pass and down the Portal 
Creck valley to the Edith Cavei] mo- 
tor road and the main Athabaska 
Valley. 

Yhe same group ski-ed-from Ma- 
ligne Canyon to Medicine Lake cab- 
in, a distance of about 13 miles, 
pushed on another 10 or 11 miles to 
Maligne Lake and apent some time 
in theso magnificent surroundings. 
They saw a large herd of carikou cn 
the west shore, about a mile from 
the chalet, many deer and abundant 
moose tracks. Among the anlmals 
they saw on the Tonquin trip were 
caribou, wolverine and lynx. 


Idea Was Not a Success 


An interesting “story of the first — 
air mail,” a story that must be litlle 
known, was sent to the Manitoba 
Free Press from the Winnipeg vice- 
consulate of the Netherlands. ‘Tho 
story explains how: 

“The first letter known to havo 
been sent by international air mail 
was received by Willem I., King of 
the Netherlands, more than 92 years 
ago. It happened on Nov. 7, 1836. 
On that day, Robert Holland, a Bri- 
tish capitalist, accompanied by 
Monck Mason and Charles Green, em- 
barked in a balloon for a trip across 
the North Sea channel. The King's 
councillor-general at London, Mr. J, 
W. May, handed the balloonists a 
letter addressed to the King of the 
Netherlands. The balloon landed at 
Weilburg, Germany, where the Iet- 
ter was mailed to The Hague. Ning 
Wellem was so delighted with tho 
novelty of the fact that he ordered 
the letter to be filed with the anno- 
tation ‘to be carefully saved.’” 

Of course this discloure of mail 
delivery made by balloon nearly a 
hundred years ago is a sharp con- 
trast illustrating the advances in 
the uses now made of the air. In- 
deed, where a start even had not 
been made, an advance can hardly 
be recorded. Controlled aerial lIoco- 
motion is so new that it did not 
exist when balloons were tossed 
about at the mercy of each whift of 
wind. When the King of the 
Netherlands thought wonders had 
ceased when his letter descended 
with the balloon which transperted 
it, nothing was known of air craft 
and air service as we have comz to 
know them. Nothing of this was 
known at the beginning of last cen- 
tury, and little more at the hegin- 
ning of this one. Knowledge of 
transport’s newest dimension mani- 
fested itself only in the last quarter- 
century, and the greatest strides in 
putting it to the most astounding 
practical uses have been taken in 
the last ten years or so. 

As the vice-consul of the Nether- 
lands remarks, “Today the sending 
of mail from Holland to the Dutch 
East Indies, and return, a distance 
each way of about 10,000 miles, is a 
common occurrence,” And he asks, 

“What ‘would King Willem have 
said if he had received a letter from 
Batavia or Sourabaya, written ten 
days previously, and reading, ‘We 
hereby confirm our telephone conver- 
sation held this morning, etc.’? Yet 
such letters are actually being re- 
ceived in Holland today. 

Whatever the King of the Nether- 
lands would have said at the thought 
of such rapid communication, ho 
couldn’t, a hundred years ago, have 
regarded it as much more unlikely 
and wholly impossible than did most 
of this generation at the beginning 
of this century, And it is altogether 
permissible to presume that the King 
of the Netherlands referred to would 
be little more perplexed at the ad- 
vances made in theair since his 
time, than we would be with the fur- 
ther advances that will be made ip 
the next fifty or a hundred years.

Harbor At Malta Ono Of World's 
Greatest Naval Stations 


The island and harbor at Malta, 
under British management has been 
converted into one of the greatest 
naval and coaling stations in the 
world. In strength and impregna- 
bility it is said to now rival the fam- 
ous rock of Gibralta. 

The old fortifications were useless 
against attack of modern aircraft, 
and the British have completely al- 
tered the naval batteries and land 
defenses of the islands. Today they 
are among the most formidable in 
the world. 

A large military and civil airdrome 
has been constructed at Hal Far, 
making another link in  Britain’s 
world-wide system of alr communi- 
cation, A floating dry dock, capable 
of accommodating the largest ves- 
sels in the world, as well as new re- 
fitting yards, large magazines and 
many other imiprovements, have been 
cornpleted. 

Malta is the headquarters of the 
British Mediterranean fleet, probably 
the most powerful flotilla of warships 
afloat, and is also one of the most 
important ports of call in the world. 
It Hes midway between Gibraltar 
and Port Said. Although in area 
Malta is three times the size of Man- 
hattan Island, it has only one-tenth 
the population of the Borough of 
Manhattan. The last census showed 
less than 225,000 inhabitants.

ANGLO-AMERICAN, 
FRIENDSHIP 10 
BE SAFEGUARDED 


London, IEng.—It was learred in 
well-informed circles that proposnis 
for a new approach to settlement of 
the disarmament problem may be 
made by the British government tu 
the United States in the near future. 

There were definite indications of 
a feeling in British government cir- 
cles that an entire new system of ap- 
proaching the disarmament question 
was needed. It was understoed that 
this attitude would be applied to ail 
armament problems that are not al- 
ready regulated by treaties. 

It was stated that a new method 
of solution would be sought in an 
effort to safeguard Anglo-Americav 
friendship and allay suspicion and 
misunderstanding in both the Tuit- 
ed States and Britain. 

Past attempts to arrive with 
mathematical precision at a parity 
of naval strength, matching ship for 
ship, and ton for ton, is now viewed 
by an increasing number of British 
officials as having been the = chief 
obstacle to an armament agreement 
between Britain and the United 
States. They have been able to see 
little indication of the possibility of 
agreement on an cquality basis 
Therefore they are now considering 
what other method can be used for 
the solution of the problem and they 
seek specially one which would be 
based largely on mutual confidence! 
and goodwill. 

The influential Britons who have 
been trying to shape this govern” 
ment’s United States policy so that 
it would lend toward conciliatisy +n 
al) difficulties, have been “shying 
away from any action that might. in- 
volve disputes on technical questions. 
They have feared that such ques- 
tions would arouse public misunder- 
standing on both .sides of the Atlan- 
tic. 

This attitude applies, for instance, 
{o the United States Senate resolu- 
tion proposing a conference on mari- 
time law. The gulf separating the 
tracitional British and United States 
views on this subject is so wide that 
in some high quarters it is pene 
that such a conference would he un- 

_ able to reach an agreement, There-, 
fore they have considered that it; 
would be undesirable, because it 
might arouse further international) 
nisunderstandings. 


Amend Post Office Act 


vw Has Been Given First Reading 
In ‘VWouse Of Commons 

Ottawa, Ont.—A_ bill amending the 
post office act was given first read- 
ing in the House of Commons, The 
measure concerns the ownership of 
newspapers. It provides that a 
sworn statement must be furnished 
to the post office semi annually giv- 
Ing the names and addresses of edit- 
ors, owners and stockholders and 
other harticulars. Religious publica- 
tions are not affected and the uames 
of small stockholders may be omit- 
ted in all returns, according to a 
clause in the bill. Tt is proposed that 
failure to comply with these provis- 
fons may incur a penalty of denying 
admission of dilatory newspapers to 
the mails. A further clause pro- 
vides that paid reading matter must 
be marked as advertisements. Neg- 
Iect to comply with this provision 
under the bill would incur a fine of 
not Jess than fifty dollars and not 
more than five hundred dollars on 
conviction. The measure was intro- 
aueed by T, L. Church, Conservative, 
Toronto northwest.

Stricter Penalty For 
Violating Drug Act 


Amendments Under Consideration To 
Curb Traffic In Narcotics 

Ottawa.—The House of Commons 
considered in committee of the whole 
a bill to amend and consolidate the 
opium and narcotic drug act. The 
measure provides increased penalties 
in cases of conviction for selling, 
giving away, or distribuling drugs 
Without a Hcense from the minister 
of national health. Under the clause 
inserted a judge may at his discre- 
tion, sentence a convicted person to 
be whipped, in addilion to the im- 
position of fine and imprisonment. A 
further change provides that, persons 
guilty of infractions of the act shall 
be liable to payment of costs of 
prosecution. Other amendments are 
incorporated, a number of which are 
for purposes of clarity.

London, Eng.—The almost unpre-

TITLES IN CANADA. 


Ottawa.—There will be no return 
to titles in Canada. By a vote of 114 
to GO the House of Comnions defeat- 
ed a resolution moved by C. H. Ca- 
han, Conservative member for St. 
Lawrence-St. George, which raised 
once more the vexed question of the 
granting of titles in Canada. 

The vote cut across party lines. It: 
showed the Prime Minister and Hon. 
R. B. Bennett, Conservative leader, 
uniting in support of the motivn, It 
divided the cabinet, the majority of 
its members present opposing the 
resolution, It divided the Liberal 
and Conservativ parties, the major- 
ity of iberal members present oppos- 
ing the resolution, while the niajor- 
ity of Conservatives found them- 
selves in support of Mr. Cahan's pro- 
posal. 

“Only in the smaller groups of {he 
house was there unanimity of opin- 
fon. Progressives, memners of the 
U.F.A., Independents, and Labor 
members all united in oppositicn to 
the resolution. 

Mr. Cahan’s resolution did nut ad- 
vocate the return of titles to Canada, 
It asked merely for the appoiatinent 
of a special committee of the vom- 
mons, consisting of 11 memiers, to 
“investigate a report upon the ad- 
visability of qualifying, amending, or 
rescinding the address to His M1j- 
esty the King, which was adopicd by 
this house in May 1919, dealing witn 
the conferring by His Majesty of 
titles of honor or titular distinctions 
upon His Majesty’s subjects cdom- 
ciled or ordinarily resident in Can- 
ada.” 

It also asked that the committee 
consider and report upon the u-cept- 
ance or use by persons in Canada at 
titular distinctions conferred by for- 
eign governments. 

The debate, ‘however, indicated 
that many members felt that accapi- 
ance of the resolution might prove 
to be the thin edge of the wedge 
which would open the way for a re- 
turn of titles. The recent discussion 
was featured by a statement from 
Hon. Charles Dunning, minister of 
rajlways and canals, that not onc 
member of the government favored 
the restoration of titles in Canada. 

Mr. Cahan, himself, who closed tne 
debate, pointed out that his resoln- 
tion contained not a word about the 
restoration of titular distinctions. 
Personally, he did not advocate Lhe 
revival of titular distinctions in @an- 
ada, but he felt that His Majesty 
should be in a position to reward 
nicrit with some simple recognition 
on the advice of the government, of

Slowly Gaining Ground 


Slowly, but surely, the League of 


Nations’ fight against the opium and] 


narcotic evil is swinging around to 
the United States’ viewpoint of a 
world-wide limitation of manufac- 
ture to the “scientific and medical 
necessities” of the world. This is 
known almost to an ounce.  Ger- 
many has come out in favor of the 
American thesis. Despite the fact 
that she is one of the world’s largest 
producers of cocaine, heroin, mor- 
phine and allied habit-forming drugs, 
Germany has adopted the principle 
of limiting productions to the legiti- 
mate requirements of her own pop- 
ulation. The commerce—legitimate, 
ot course—in stupefiants is not large 
enough to justify the odium_ that 
charges of supplying the illicit trades 
heaps upon them, the Germans hold. 

Spain and Italy, two non-produc- 
ing countries of Europe, have also 
taken the lead in the crusade against 
drugs and are advocating the strict- 
est kind of control. 

Although the League Council has 
been instructed by the assembly to 
go ahead with the formation of the 
“central board” authorized by the 
Geneva Convention of 1925, the re- 
fusal of tho United States to par- 
ticipate in it, and the skepticism 
with which other nations are thought 
to look upon its presumable effec- 
tiveness, presages but a small mea- 
sure of success for it. 

At the moment the traffic in illicit 
drugs is heavier than ever before, 
if seizures can be taken as a cri- 
terion of the amounts put into cir- 
culation. However, the lines are 
tightening. Organizations. engagea 
in fighting the evil predict that the 
day is near when “dope fiends’’ and 
“coke addicts” will disappear from 
society.

It isn’t every- 
one who can go off on a months’ 
trail riding or a climbing expedition 
or who can take a hunting trip be- 
yond the boundaries of -the park, 
but the average man and his family 
can enjoy a week or two fcr a sur- 
prisingly small outlay.

Varieties of Wheat 


Report Gives Result Of Tests Mads 
At Lacombe Experimental 
Station . 


Many varieties of wheat have teen 
tested side by side at the Lacombe, 
Alberta, Experimental Station. In 
his report of the work of the Sta- 
tion for 1927, published by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, at Ottawa, 
Mr. F. H. Reed, the superintendent, 
makes the observation that the hcav- 
jest ylelding sorts are not always the 
best varieties to grow. Such late ma- 
turing kinds as Renfrew and Farly 
Red Fife, Ottawa 16, are so late ma- 
turing that the grain produced takes 
such a low grade that it has little 
more value per pound than oals or 
barley. A second group of varicties 
which includes Marquis, Huron, Red 
Bobs, and varieties of similar matur- 
ity, frequently escape frost injury 
and are considered safe varieties ta 
grow on fallow or new breaking in 
the park belt of the province of Al- 
berta. The third, or early maturing 
group, which includes varieties with 
maturity similar to Garnet and Re- 
ward, are much safer varieties from 
the standpoint of maturity. Speaking 
of Marquis, otherwise known as Ot- 
tawa 15, Mr. Reed expressed doubt 
if a better wheat can be found for 
most districts where it. will mature. 
While numerous varieties will pro- 
duce higher yields under certain 
conditions, there is no other variety 
which combines the desirable charac- 
teristics of a good wheat to the same 
extent as Marquis. Growers who are 
farming in districts where Marquis 
matures and where it is not affected 
with rust, are advised by Mr. Reed 
to continue growing this variety as 
commercial grain. The newer variely 
Garnet, Ottawa 652, has proved its 
suitability on many farms in tho 
park belt of Central Alberta during 
the year under review. In most 
cases it has graded from one to three 
grades higher than any other variety 
that has been grown side by sido 
with it. Voicing the opinion of some 
of the wheat growers the superinten- 
dent points out that Garnet has a 
slight tendency to shatter and fur- 
ther, that the straw is not quite as 
strong as some other sorts, Prelude, 
Ottawa 135, continues to hold its 
position as the earliest maturing va- 
riety grown at the Lacombe Stztion. 
| This variety is bearded, a rather low 
yielder, and has the weakness of 
shattering badly when well ripened.
